M’ADOO SAYS INCOME TAX 
REVEALS BIG COAL PROFIT

“Up to 2000 Per Cent, Shocking and Inde- 
-fensible in 1917,” He Wires to 
Garfield. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 25.—Soft coal 
mine owners made “shocking and 
indefensible” profits in 1917, and 
there is “grave doubt” that they are 
entitled to increased prices because 
of the proposed 31 per cent increase 
in miners’ wages, William G. Mc- 
_Adoo, former Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, declared yesterday in a tele- 
gram to Federal Fuel Administrator 
Garfield. 

The owners’ profits as shown by 
their income tax returns examined 
by him as Secretary of the Treas- 
ury in 1918, he said, showed earn- 
ings on capital stock ranging from 
15 to 2000 per cent. 

“I am convinced that the wage 
increases proposed for the mine 
workers are just and reasonable,” 
he stated. 

The text Of the telegram follows: 

“Reports from Washington indi- 
cate that the miners are willing to 
accept the wage increases suggested 
by Secretary of Labor Wilson, but 
that the mine operators are hold- 
ing back until they can learn from 
you how much of the wage increases 
they can impose on the _ public 
through increases in the price of 
bituminous coal. 

“I am convinced that the wage in- 
creases proposed for the mine work- 
ers are justified and reasonable, but 
I have grave doubts as to whether 
the mine operators are entitled to 
increase the price of coal to con- 
sumers because thereof. 

“Indefensible Profits.” 

“In the year 1917 many mine 
owners made shocking and _  inde- 
fensible profits on bituminous coal. 
I know this because, as Secretary of 
the Treasury, I examined in May, 
1918, their income taxes returns to 
the Treasury. 

“Before deduction of excess: profit 
taxes (which were less in 1917 than 
now), these returns showed earnings 
on the capital stock ranging from 
15 per cent to 2000 per cent. Earn- | 
ings of from

doubtless true that in many cases 
their capital stock exceeds their in- 
vested capital.

Urges Tax Returns Be Published. 

“It can be determined by the ac- 
tual facts of the case whether an 
increased charge to the public is in 
any respect justifiable.

They ought to 
be published so that the American 
people can know what the true facts 
are, also the earnings of the bitu- 
minous coal operators. They are en- 
titled to this information and there 
is no reason why it should be with- 
held, since the law permits it in cer- 
tain circumstances. It can be taken 
for granted that the income tax re- 
turns of these companies are more 
likely to understate than overstate 
net earnings power for the purpose 
of taxation.

Prices of Shoes. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Kindly permit me alittle space for a 
few comments I wish to make on seem- 
ingly large errors in the stating of gross 
profits allowed on shoes by the Fair 
Yrice Commission and published in tho 
ttlobe-Democrat. 

1. They claim a pair of shoes costing 
$7.25 and sold for $12 allow a gross prof- 
». Of 33% per cent. I think, if you figure 


correctly, you will find that an article 


bought for $7.95 and sold for $12 yields 
a gross profit of over 50 per cent, an er- 
rer of about 17 per cent. 

? They claim shoes costing $6.81 and 
eold at $10 a pair yield 31 9-10 per cent 
gross profit. Figuring shows this profit to 
be a trifle less than 47 per cent, an error 
«ef practically 15 per cent. 

$. They also tell us that shoes costin 
$5.72 and sold for $8 yield a gross profit 
of 28% per cent. A little figuring shows 
this profit to,;be very nearly 40 per cent, 
an error of at least 11 per cent. 

4. Similarly they try to show us that 
shoes bought at the prices quoted in the 
article, viz.; $4.21, $3.52, $2.80, $2.16 
and $1.43 and sold, respectively, at $6, 
$5, $4, $3 and $2, yield gross profits of 
29 6-6, 29 3-5, 30, 28 and 28% per cent 


“SHOCKING, INDEFENSIBLE PROFITS.” 

Mr. McAdoo’s telegram to Fuel Administrator Gar- 
field that the coal operators’ profits in 1917 were 
“shocking and indefensible” again directs attention 
to the bungling leadership of the miners. 

In the first place, the miners’ demands were ex- 
pressed in a way to affront and alienate public senti- 
ment. To the average citizen the “six-hour day, 
five-day week” seemed preposterous. The mine 
workers were condemned as shirkers who wanted to 
get into the leisure class. 

The public generally did not know that the coal 
miners, in asking for 30 hours of work a week, were 
asking for more work. The public generally knew 
rothing about the way the coal mining industry was 
conducted. The enforced idleness, which kept the 
miners loafing from a third to more than half of the 
time was a fact the public had never been apprised of. 
It was a fact which the leaders should have made 
plain to the public. 

As regards the living conditions of the miners the 
public was similarly uninformed. The story pub- 
lished by the Post-Dispatch on this subject was start- 
lingly informing. It was a stronger, more convincing 
presentation of the miners’ case than all the impas- 
sioned rhetoric of Mr. Lewis and his associate lead- 
ers has been. Those were facts with which the lead- 
ers of the miners were familiar and concerning which, 
in justice to the miners, the public should have been 
informed. 

Now comes Mr. McAdoo’s statement of the op- 
erators’ “shocking and indefensible” profits. The 
leaders of the miners, to be sure, could not have had 
official knowledge of those profits, such as Mr. Mc- 
Adoo possessed, but they could have approximated 
the profits of the operators and compiled a statement 
that would have impressed the public, and, in all 
probability, have enlisted public opinion on _ the 
miners’ side. 

The coal miners need an advance in wages, and 
they are going to get it. They are asking for steady 
employment, and they will get that, too. They also 
need leaders who know how to lead.

ELIHU ROOT ON FEDERAL POWER. 

In the contests going on in the Federal courts over 
the enforcement of war-time prohibition the country 
is fortunate in having the eloquent advocacy of Elihu 
Root on the side of the principle of limited govern- 
ment. In his argument before the Supreme Court the 
ex-Secretary of State declared that the courts must 
exercise their judicial power to prevent encroach- 


ments upon the reserved powers of the states, con-| 


cluding with this solemn exhortation: 


God grant that the Constitution may remain 
effective for the imposition of limits on that of- 
ficial power which, if not limited by the courts of 
the country, will destroy that liberty as effec- 
tively as German autocracy has done. 


It was not so long ago that Mr. Root’s utterances 
upon this subject excited considerable alarm. It will 
be recalled that in 1903 President Roosevelt was stren- 
uously lecturing the states for their failure to exer- 
cise their powers in social and economic fields, and 


in an address on Oct. 6 of that year he went so far | 


as to make this declaration: 

We need to increase the powers of the Federal 
Government by executive action, by legislative 
action and by judicial interpretation and con- 
struction. If we fail thus to increase it we show 
our impotency. 

Mr. Root, then in the Cabinet, apparently fell in 
with the presidential view, and in an address at Al- 


bany immediately following, he said: 

If the states fail to do their duty, sooner or 
later constructions will be found to vest the 
power where it will be exercised in the Fed- 

, eral Government.

The School Tax Propaganda. 
To thg Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

In a recent editorial in one of the 
morning papers the principals and teach- 
crs of the public schools of St. Louis 
were criticised for the methods used in 
promoting interest in the recent cam- 
paign for the increased school tax. 

The editorial stated that too much 
stress was placed on the election in the 
classroom, the pupils being asked to pre- 
pare four-minute speeches, design pos- 
ters and distribute circulars bearing 2n 
the tax.

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PROFITEER BUSTING IN CASE OF FLOUR. 

The Federal Grain Corporation makes it known 
that first-grade flour in 12 1-4-pound sacks at 75 
cents and in 24 1-2-pound sacks at $1.50—or $12 a bar- 
rel—will be placed on sale under its own brand in the 
principal cities. This is the corporation’s reply to 
rumors of a flour shortage and a probable great ad- 
yance in price. Householders had already been moved 
to buy for future needs at a rate that might threaten 
a temporary shortage if continued. 

The local Fair Price Commission has asked Wash- 
ington why Louisiana sugar is permitted to be sold 
at wholesale for 17 1-2 cents a pound, while the maxi- 
mum for Northern beet sugar is only 101-2 cents. 
The public is most impatient for. the explanation. 
This favoritism to Louisiana at the expense of the 
rest of us will long be remembered as a curious and 
highly suspicious result of Government price-fixing. 
Why is not some such profiteer-busting plan adopted 
for sugar as has already been adopted for flour? 
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GAS IN CIVILIZED WARFARE, 


Lieutenant-Colonel Amos A. Fries, Chief of the 
Chemical Warfare Service of the American Army dur- 


ana in 1918, at 18 tons per acre. It further estimates 
that each ton of cane yielded 135 pounds of sugar. 

On a 50-acre plantation, therefore, the average yield 
of cane in 1918 was 900 tons. These 900 tons yielded 
121,500 pounds of sugar. All that is simple arith- 
metic. 

Now the actual increase granted to the planters, 
over pre-war prices, is more than 10 cents a pound. 
But 10 cents~“is a convenient figure, for purposes of 
calculation, so one readily arrives at the fact that the 
owner of a 50-acre sugar-cane plantation, in Louisiana, 
and the sugar mills, are awarded $12,150 more than 
they used to get because of the increase in the cost 
of production. 

We are all from Missouri, we think, when the as- 
sertion is made that it costs $12,150 more per year— 
$233 a week—to run a sugar plantation less than one- 
twentieth the size of Forest Park, and to extract the 
sugar from the cane, in spite of the high cost of 
mules, feed and labor.
